12-Region Plan Outlined For Bucks 


Fifteen Bucks County depart­ 
ments and civic organizations are 
reviewing a comprehensive plan 
for the future development of the 
county which was presented to 
them by the Bucks County Plan­ 
ning Commission. 


The plan which would extend 
over a 12-region area, is design­ 
ed to elim inate some of the prob­ 
lems resulting from rapid growth, 
congested 
highways lined 
with 
commercial development, commu­ 
nities growing together and being

Those are some of the problems 
which Mrs. Elinore R. Ridge, sec­ 
retary of the commission, out­ 
lined as a preface to the presen­ 
tation. 


Future Growth 


Franklin C. Wood, executive di­ 
rector of the Bucks County Plan­ 
ning Commission, discussed the 
factors relating to the plan in­ 
cluding 
existing 
land 
develop­ 
ment, naturad features, objectives 


for further growth, and popula­ 
tion projections in arriving at an 
overall plan for the county. 


Wood stated the objectives for 
future growth are: 


To conserve natural resources 
including w ater 
supply, 
stream 
valleys, forests, valuable f a r m 
land; and to preserve the exist­ 
ing 
i n v e s t m e n t 
in 
high­ 
ways, schools and sites of his­ 
toric significance; 


To preserve and enhance the 
identity 
of 
c o m m u n i t i e s 


through encouraging 
growth 
of 
town senters and preservation of 
intervening rural areas to prevent 
towns from merging into o n e 
sprawling metropolitan area; 


To provide for a balanced pop­ 
ulation through the provision of 
housing for various age and in­ 
come groups; 


To concentrate development to 
perm it m ore efficient provision 
of public services such as public 
w ater and sewer, school trans­ 
portation, police and fire protec­ 


tion and refuse removal, and to 
discourage 
the 
scattering 
of 
isolated 
housing 
developments 
over the rural countryside and 
to encourage an orderly sequence 
of future growth in that com­ 
munities 
would 
grow 
outward 
from a designated center. 
Before Development 
The widening of roads, 
new 
rights-of-way for highways, and 
the provision for w ater and sew­ 
er facilities would precede deve­ 
lopment rather than providing for 


these needs after growth has oc­ 
curred. 


The objectives were displayed 
graphically by mean.s of a dia­ 
gram , which showed the proposed 
relationship of each type of land 
use to the other. This concept 
indicated future regions of about 
64 square 
miles 
with 
arterial 
highways (such as U.S. 611 and 
U.S. 202) crossing at the center, 
where the most concentrated de­ 
velopment would take p l a c e . 
These centers would include re­ 
gional shopping, apartm ents, and 


other types of multi-family dwel­ 


ling units, and a civic center and 
light industry. 


The center is shown to be ringed 
by suburban-type housing laid out 
as neighborhoods of about one 
square mile each. At the fringes 
of the region would be a rural 
greenbelt of farm s, large parks 
and estates. Future expressways 
would extend through the green- 
belts with industrial parks near

For Berlin 


BERLIN (U PII—A U.S. Army 
battle group of 1,500 men started 
rolling toward Berlin today where 
U.S. and Communist troops faced 
each other from positions less 
than IS yards apart at the tense 
Friedrichstrasse crossing point. 


The big troop movement had 
been scheduled previously but the 
beginning of it coincided 
with 
Communist actions in narrowing 
gaps in crossing points between 
East and West Berlin. 


The 
Communists 
moved 
in 
troops and laborers Sunday night 
to reinforce their border barri­ 
cades. Allied reaction was swift. 


A platoon of American soldiers 
was rushed to Friedrichstrasse, 
apparently to guard against any 
Communist attem pt to shut the 
crossing 
point completely. The 
Americans set up two machine 
guns and trained a bazooka on a 
heavy concentration of East Ger­ 
man troops on the other side of 
the crossing point. 


The French also rolled troops up 
to the border but the British took 
no special action. A spokesman 
said a company of British soldiers 
has been on border duty since the 
Communists closed tile border in 
August,
